States government today notified a'i 
foreign governments of the appoint- 
ment of Robert Lansing as the secre- 
tary of state. Notice was aiso sent to 
all diplomatic and consular represen- 
tatives of the United States in for- 
eign countries. Mr. Lansing- took the 
oath of office todav as the successor 
to William Jennings Bryan. High of- 
ficials, diplomats, and 
close 
friends 


were on hand to witness the ceremony 
and to extend their congratulations. 


Formal announcement of the selec- 


tion of Mr- Lansing was 
made 
by 


Piesident Wilson before his departure 
last night for New York, 
.-v White 


House statement said that the post 
had been tendered to Mr. Lansing and 
that he had accepted. 
7\lr. Lansing 


had served as secretary of state a'1 
interim since June 8. when Mr. Bry- 
an resigned. 
He had been counsellor 


of the state department for more than 
a year. 


One of President Wilson's last of- 


ficial acts before he left last night was 
to sign Mr. Lansing's commission giv- 
ing him a recess appointment. 
His 


nomination will be sent to the senate 
upon the reconvening of congress. It 
is not believed that his confirmation 
will be opposed.

came in for w idespread commendation 
here today, 
in all quarters satisfac-

ARMORED CRUISER 


WAS ATTACKED BY 


GERMAN SUBMARINE 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM! 


Berlin, June 24—(By 
Wiroless 
to 


Sayville)— Official announcement was 
made here today that a Gorman sub- 
marine had attacked on Suiuia>, Juno 
20. a British armored cruiser, appar- 
ently of the Minotaur class, at a point 
about 100 miles from the 
Firth 
of 


North, Scotland. The cruiser was hit 
by a torpero, but the effect of the at- 
tack could not be ascertained by the 
crew of the submarine.

A dispatch from London last night, 


conveyed the official 
announcement 


that the British cruiser Roxburgh hail 
lieen struck by a torpedo in the North 
Sea last Sunday.
